Exactly what method can he taken 
to Investigate Vice-Admiral Rojestven- 
sky’s statements does not clearly ap¬ 
pear.

If the book 
value of $139 per share of the North 
American prove* to represent sound as¬ 
set*. the price, ns nearly as could be 
learned, will be between $156 and $157 
a share. The stockholders win receive 
approximately $17 a share above the 
book value. 

The transfer of assets were made to¬ 
day. and customers of the National 
Bank of North America went to the 
Continental for the transaction of their 
business. 

As to the working force of the Ameri¬ 
ca, Vice President Reynolds, of the 
Continental, said early to-day: 

"We temporarily shall take over the 
Junior officers and employes. We are 
under no obligations to retain any of 
them, but we shall gradually find the 
people needed."

Bock also told of an experience with 
Perry the day before the fire, and in 
It the fire authorities hope to find a 
clew as to the manner In which Perry 
Is alleged to have brought In the time 
fuses found in the buildings. The fact 
that Perry carried no satchel on his 
.Sunday visit* has proved baffling.

An Alleged Clew. 

"Pern’ and I had been down at the 
further end of the plant," tentifUd 
Bo««k. according to report* of Attorney 
Johnson's minutes, "and our clothes 
were covered with burr*. While we 
were picking them off our trouser* Mr. 
Perry took off hi* overcoat and hung it 
on the fence. I finished getting the 
burrs off my«elf first and then turned 
to pick th*m from Mr. Perry's over¬ 
coat. In one pocket was « packet, hard 
and r:»ther heavy. The flap was pin¬ 
ned with two safety pins. Scarcely had 
I discovered thi* when Perry eaw that 
had hi* coat and hurriedly took it 
fropi me." 

Exhibits of nhotograps prepared for 
Attorney Johnaon under direction of 
Lieut.

No Claim For Loss. 


Sentenced For Life Within Fifteen 
Minutes After Confessing 
To the Crime. 


PRISONER HISSED BY CROWD. 


Hartford City, ind., Oct. 27.—Indicted 
by the grand Jury for the poisoning of 
her step-daughter. Crystal Krnu*, the 
defendant, Mr*. Hae M. Kraus*, after 
demanding an immediate trial to-day, 
pleaded guilty to a charge of murder In 
the first degree, and, walking calmly 
to the bench, handed to Judge Vaughn 
a signed* confession, written October 16, 
while a prisoner In the Blackford coun¬ 
ty J*H. The audience listened Intently 
while the confession waa being read, 
after which the Jury retired for fifteen 
minute*, returning with a verdict of 
guilty. Immediately Judge Vaughn 
pronounced the sentence which carrle* 
with it imprisomeni for life in the 
women's prison in Indlunapolis and 
wdthin half an hour the prisoner, es¬ 
corted by t*wo officer* and followed by 
a mob. hissing and uttering erica of 
violence, waa on her way to the inter- 
urban train, w^hlch w<a» to carry her to 
prison. 

The confernrion pleads that the crime 
was committed while the defendant 
waa dispoastared of her sense*;' t.iat 
»*he had confessed to her huahand, W. 
H. Krauss; tbat she w^aa prompted to 
paleon her step-daughter by an inde¬ 
scribable desire to kill, and alter deal¬ 
ing at length with the domestic rela- 
t!on» of the family, which the confc*- 
K*on say*, were moat pleaeant, con¬ 
cludes with an invocation of God’* help 
in supplying strength to bear the sor¬ 
row w hich she endures.

PARKER PLEASES PEOPLE. 


Washington, Oct 27.—[Special.]— 
With nearly one-third of the fiscal year 
gone, the deficit in the United States 
Treasury is $22,410,562. For the twenty- 
seven days of this month the deficit 
amounts to $4,553,947. The total ex¬ 
penditures for the present fiscal year 
to date are $21,000,000 more than they 
were for the same period of last year, 
which indicates an Increase In expendi¬ 
tures for this fiscal year of about $65.- 
000,000. The same rate of deficit for the 
remainder of the year would leave a 
deficit in the Treasury of nearly $70,- 
000.000. 

The immense growth of expenditures 
creates the belief that a deficit, which 
may be turned over to a Democratic 
Secretary' of Lhe Treasury, will amount 
to at least $40,000,000. The total receipts 
for the fiscal year to date have been 
nearly $181,000,000. and the total expend¬ 
itures nearly $204,000,000. The figures for 
exactly the same period of the last fis¬ 
cal year show the receipts to have been 
nearly $184,000,000, while the expendi¬ 
tures were nearly $183,000,000, showing 
a surplus of slightly over $1,000,000.

More Money Than la Suspected. 


The systematic method and the se¬ 
crecy with which it has been sought 
to veil the proceedings indicate that 
the' Republicans have far more mon¬ 
ey than even many of the members 
of their own organization have realized. 
The running expenses of the present 
campaign, which has been conducted on 
a costly plan by Mr. Ernst, were paid 
out of the funds collected from the Fed¬ 
eral officeholders of the State and what¬ 
ever amount was secured from the na¬ 
tional committee Is not to be used to 
pay expenses Incurred earlier In the 
campaign. The trip of Mr. Ernst to 
New York, the arrival of the myste¬ 
rious express package and the prompt 
ami vail otf the county chairmen ail lend 
color to the statement that the funds 
are now being distributed.

Mysterious Rooms 410 and 415. 


The Republican headquarters at the 
Galt House are located In the base¬ 
ment, where the force of stenographers 
is at work and the literature Is mailed, 
and In rooms 316, 317 and 318, where 
George W. Long, Jofon W. Wood and 
Thomas P. Walker have their offices, 
and where the campaign visitors of the 
party are commonly received. When 
Mr. Ernst arrived he ostensibly made 
his headquarters on the third floor with 
the others, but he al»o engaged rooms 
410 and 415 on'the fourth floor for the 
purpose of receiving his secret visitors. 
In the public headquarters it is denied 
that Mr. Ernst has any private rooms 
and the clerks in the hotel have been 
Instructed not to admit that rooms 410 
and 415 have been engaged by Mr. 
Ernst.

Visitors Do Not Register. 

The county chairman received ex¬ 
plicit Instructions regarding their vis¬ 
its to Louisville. Each man was told 
on Just what day he would be expect¬ 
ed. When the chairmen arrive, they 
are met at the station and escorted to 
the hotel by a trusted agent who takes 
them to room 410. where they wait un¬ 
til Mr. Ernst Is ready for them In room 
415. The guide Is provided in order 
that the visitor may not even be com¬ 
pelled to ask the clerk which room he 
should go to, and then the clerk might 
not recognize the visitor ns one who 
had the pass word. The visitors are 
warned that they must not register at 
any hotel, and all leave the city on the 
same day they arrive. 

These attempts at secrecy are part of 
Mr Ernst’s gura-ahoe campaign. The 
strenuous efforts which he has been 
putting forth throughout the campaign 
have been concealed as much as possl- 1 
ble, and all fariflare has been avoided. 
That money has been plentiful is shown 
by the fact rhat the Republican State 
Campaign Committee has paid over $5.- 
000 during the campaign for express on 
literature sent It by the National Com¬ 
mittee. 


Madisonville, Ky., Oct. 27.—[Special ] 
—The Democrats of Hopkins county are 
preparing to make a record-breaking 
effort during the last week of the cam¬ 
paign. On Monday the famous band¬ 
wagon campaign will be Inaugurated

Followed Him Prom New York and 
Dog His Steps Everywhere 
He Goes.

He save he saw the men on 
the (train from New York, and found 
them dogging his steps everywhere he 
hn« gone since his atrivnl In Indian¬ 
apolis 

In order to satisfy himself that the 
men were watching him, he gave It/out 
last Saturday that he would spend th 
next day at French Uck. Late in lh< 
afternoon he went to the station, and 
a few- minutes later the two men board 
ed the rar Just back of him. Taggart 
got off on t* opposite, and wired hi* 
frlei It* ot th-' *tailon* on lhe wav to let 
him know w here the men bft the train. 


St. Louis, Oct. 27.—A Washington tel¬ 
egram to the Post Dispatch says: No 
presidential candidate in any party ever 
played so conspicuous and active a part 
In the conduct of a canvass as Mr. 
Roosevelt. There Js scarcely a move, 
however trivial, that he is not con¬ 
sulted about. Mr. Cortelyou, at New' 
York, probably spends mare time in 
talking with him over the telephone and 
in waiting reports to hla chief than in 
any other occupation. 

The President gets from Mr, Cortel¬ 
you duplicate copies of every report 
that reaches headquarters, every bill 
sent to or paid by the committee, the 
daily amount of contributions, with the 
names ’of those men wd»o are the most 
prominent or most generous, and a 
dally statement of the views and con¬ 
clusions of Mr. Cortelyou upon every 
matter of consequence. 

Every forenoon he talks with him for 
an hour. It is understood here that 
while this conversation is on all of Mr. 
Cortelyou'* associates. Including his 
secretary, are excluded from his apart¬ 
ments and he talks with the President 
over the long distance telephone. 

The President makes known his 
wishes about every feature, and when 
Mr. Cortelyou emerges at the termina¬ 
tion of the interview he bears in his 
hand a little pile of sheets of paper 
covered with stenographic notes em¬ 
bodying the President’s views. 

At 8:30 o’clock at night Mr. Cortelyou 
is again alone in his room and for half 
an hour or so talks with the Preeiden»t. 
At the conclusion he begins the last and 
most important undertaking of the day 
—the preparation of a daily written re¬ 
port to the President This la most 
thorough and touches upon every feat¬ 
ure of the campaign as revealed by the 
dally, occurrences at the New York 
headquarters. 

The* report Is extremely voluminous, 
sometimes reaching 6.000 words.

Judgment of the Fayette Circuit Court 
sentencing J. W. Bess to be hanged for 
the murder of Mrs, Martha McQulnn 
Martin was affirmed by the Appellate 
Court at to-day's session, and the casa 
will now go to Gov.

The Court of Apprals to-duy. three of 
Its seven m«mb*-ra dissenting, held that 
the Louisville ’College of Pharmacy, lo¬ 
cated at the oornTT of First and Chest- 
iium streets. In the city otf Loulevl'le. is 
a purely educational institution, not 
cperilled for private gain, and, as slich. 
Is exempt from the payment of taxes 
on its property. The opinion was de¬ 
livered by Justice PaynteT, Judges 
Birker, (TRcar amd Settle concurring, 
and Chief Justice Burnttm and Judge* 
Hobson and Nunn dissenting. 

The question came before the court 
here In a (’Afo of the Louisville Col¬ 
lege of Pharmacy agnrtnm the city of 
Lout*vJHe. on appeal from the Jeffer¬ 
son Chancery Court, First division. Tho 
decision of to-day is a reversal of the 
Judgment of 4hat court. The defonaa 
relied on in the lower court was that 
the institution is exempt from taxation 
under the provisions of Section 170 of 
the present OonotHutlon of the State, 
being on inetltutlon of education, not 
employed for gatn, and Its Income de¬ 
voted Eoflely to the cau**e of education. 
The court below held the property tax¬ 
able. 

In reversing the lowvr court Judgment 
the court here rays: 

There are no shareholders In this cor- , 
poratlon. No one l* entitled to the in¬ 
come from It or its property, if It should 
cease to exist. By the express terms or 
Its charter, if the latter contingency 
should happen, its property goes to tne 
Statn of Kentucky for the benefit of the 
oomnvm school fund. The entire income 
of the Institution is applied to the pur¬ 
poses of the institution. If It Is an in¬ 
stitution of education, then the fact that 
a small amount of rent 1* derived frojjn 
the use of the properly and applied to me 
purposes of the institution doe* not de¬ 
prive It of the right of exemption from 
taxation Toe Constitution did not uj< 
the word*. "Institution of education in 
any narrow or restricted sense. We can 
conceive of no more useful and important 
branch of knowledge then that of phar¬ 
macy. We have a case before us 
public-spirited persons have associated 
themselves together and organ sed ani in¬ 
stitution not for gain or profit, but that 
persons might be educated In pharmacy 
so that the drug business might be con¬ 
ducted according to law. and the public 
protected from the uneducated and Igno¬ 
rant pharmacist. It is a home institution 
Infantile in matter of age, and merit* the 
protection given by the Constitution. Wf 
are of opinion that It Is exempt from tax¬ 
ation. _

The reign of law in the administra¬ 
tion of the United States Government’s 
affairs and a defense of the Filipinos 
by CoL. Charles L. Jewett, who spent 
lome time in the Philippines as special 
agent for the United States, were the 
features of the first dinner of the Law¬ 
yers’ Constitutional Club, which was 
given last night at the Restaurant Va- 
tel. Col. Jewett charged that the Phil¬ 
ippine exhibit at the World’s Fair Is 
not fair to the Inhabitants, creates / a 
wrong impression, and he further said 
it is his belief that this was done inten¬ 
tionally. He said the Inhabitant*, as he 
had found them, are able to possess 
the right of self-government as wore 
tlhe Continental Fathers of this country 
in 1776. 

The dinner last night was the first 
given by the new dub and marks the 
beginning of what Is to be a permanent 
lawyers’ club. It is composed of Demo¬ 
crats who are members of the bar and 
Is the outgrowth of the Young Law¬ 
yers’ Democratic Club which was form¬ 
ed last year. The Club ns it Is now' 
formed, admits to mesnbership ail the 
Democratic lawyers At the Louisville 
bar and It already has 135 members. 

It was called a •‘Dollar” dinner, and 
was paid for by each person who ac¬ 
cepted the invitation. An elaborate and 
tasteful menu was served in the ball¬ 
room on the top finor of the building, 
two long tables being set across the 
big room. Seated around them were 
about 400 club members. W. W. Dav¬ 
ies. the president of the club, presided 
as toastmaster, and set speeches were 
made by Col. Jewett and E. J. McDer¬ 
mott. After the dinner had been en¬ 
joyed chairs were pushed back and ci¬ 
gars lighted, when the chairman 
rapped for order. 

Mr. Davies briefly spoke of the dan¬ 
gers which were besetting the voter be- | 
cause of the unbridled ambition and 
self-will of President Roosevelt.

New York. Oct. 27,—New York* 
grout underground railroad, the late*t 
*tep in the movement toward rapid 
transit from the Old City, was formally 
declared open and ready for business 
to-day. The lost ahovelful of earth had 
been turned, the la*t rivet *©t, and tbs 
roadbed, rail* and car* and mechan¬ 
ism had been inspected nnd pronounced 
in perfect condition by experts who had 
watched the. growth of the subway 
from the beginning to It* completion. 

The rapid trnnult system, of which 
the subway opened to-day, I* but the 
first stage, when completed, which will 
make New York unique among the 
world’s cities. It* twenty-six mile* of 
underground track*, elevated struct¬ 
ure* rind viaduct*, over which will run 
expre** train* at nearly a mile a min¬ 
ute. will reach to the city’* northern 
and southern limit*, and. diving under 
East river, make the extreme eastern 
flkirt* of Brooklyn a* accessible to the 
great business district* an the apart- 
meat-ho use-crowned height* of Har¬ 
lem. It 1* estimated that over this 
vast system, and those of the Metro- 
poll txin Street Railway Company and 
the Manhattan Elevated Company, will 
pus* annually more than nine hundred 
million* of passenger*. Crossing this 
huge system of public utilities will be 
Lho great $50.000.00n private tunnel of 
the Pennsylvania Railway Company, 
which, crossing the Hudson river from 
the Jersey shore to Manhattan Inland, 
w'UI go under the city, dive under the 
East river and furnish an exit to the 
great Long Island country. Other links 
In this giant system arc the New York 
nnd New* Jersey railroad tunnel, the 
Hudson and Manhattan railroad tun¬ 
nel, the New York and Queens tunnel, 
the New York Central Terminal tun¬ 
nel. the Williamsburg bridge, the Man¬ 
hattan bridge and the Blackwell’s Is¬ 
land bridge, involving nil told an ex- 
pedltur© of about $20^.000.000.

St. Petersburg, Oct. 28. 3:10 a. ni«— 
The mystery of the trawler affair, in¬ 
stead of being cleared up by Vico Ad¬ 
miral Rojestvensky’s report, to-day *i>- 
pears to be deeper than ever. The Rus¬ 
sian Admiral’s explanation is hailed 
with the greatest satisfaction at the 
Admiralty and elsewhere, but It is felt 
that a direct issue ha* now been rarsed 
between Russia and OnHit Britain and 
that the incidotit has entered upon 
an even more delicate stage. Public 
sentiment In both countries doubtless 
will denisnd the most searching inves¬ 
tigation to establish facts and probably 
neither nation will be w filing to accept 
the resuit of an ex parte inquiry hy the 
other. The outcome probably will be 
a mixed tribunal of soqje sort. This, 
at least, is the suggestion of some of 
the cooler men here, as It Is felt that 
only thus could a repetition of the 
Maine Inquiry be avoided. 

Popular excitement h<a* reached n 
pitch unequaled since the beginning 
,of the war. Publte sympathy and con¬ 
fidence undoubtedly are with Admiral 
Rojest vensky. and should Russia 
choose to stand upon his version with¬ 
out further inquiry, there Is no ques¬ 
tion but that such a. course would be 
popular with the masses, who would he 
willing to back the Government in the 
controversy to the utmost extremity. 
It is most uiitikriy, however, that th© 
Government will adopt such a course. 
It Is much more probable that after 
th© first flush of exritenient has faded 
a middle way will be found whereby 
the fact* can be established nnd the 
national pride of both countries be 
maintained. 

ATTITUDE OF THE POWERS 

On the Passage cf Vessels of War 
Through the Dardanelles. 

Rome. Oct. 27.—Although no request 
hr.* been received by the Italian Gov¬ 
ernment from Russia regarding the re¬ 
moving of the International restrictions 
on the passage of the Dardanelles by 
ships of war, th* question h;i* been 
mop or tern discussed between the 
Powers since hist January, when Great 
Brit ain addressed a protest to Turk* y 
against the passage of the straits by 
Russian torpedo boats. While no con¬ 
clusion wits reached, th© attitude of 
the different Power* appears to be as 
follows: 

Great Britain—Decidedly opposed. 

Germany—Considers herself an un¬ 
concerned spectator, whose interests In 
the disputed matter would be neither 
furthered nor prejudiced by whatever 
solution might be reached. 

Austria—Always upheld th© principle 
that the Dardanelles should be open to 
all or none. 

FT-anc©— Because of her present alli¬ 
ance with Russia, Franc© views the 
question In a different light from that 
in which she regarded it at the time 
of the Crimean War. when, allied with 
England In the treaty of 185fi. which 
was confirmed by the treaty of Berlin, 
she favored the prohibition of warships 
passing the straits. 

Italy—Notwithstanding the intimate 
relations between the houses of Havoy 
and Romanoff this Government has no 
reoson to change from the attitude 
assumed *n th© Crimean War. in which 
Ptedmont participated ns an ally of 
England. 

The Italian Anglophile feeling Is voic¬ 
ed to-mpht hy 0e Tribuna, s leading 
Government paper, which calls Admi¬ 
ral R/>Je«tveniky a lunatic, adding that 
if complete and prompt satlafa-fion Is 
not given, war will be inevitable. • 

BRITISH CHANNEL FLEET 

Is Getting Into Practice and Will 
Mako a Sham Attack. 

Gibraltar. Oct. 27.—Tlie ship* of the 
British channel fleet cleared their 
decks this afternoon. It is rumored 
that the whole fleet with the exception 
of the battleship Ca©sar will stenrn 
westward to-morrow morning with th© 
alleged purpose of making a sham at¬ 
tack against th© Rock of Gibraltar. 

Several torpedo boats left this after¬ 
noon fully equipped. 

Work at the arsenal Is proceeding 
under high pressure. A division of the 
Mediterranean fleet, comprising six 
battleship*, all of the armored cruisers 
and twenty torpedo boats is expected 
to arrive here to-morrow.

Peace Ot War. 

With The two great armies in Man¬ 
churia confronting each other scarce¬ 
ly more than an arm’s length apart, 
and another great buttle Immanent at 
any moment, the eyes of the world, 
which have been riveted upon that 
quarter, ere now fixed, not upon Asia, 
but upon Europe. It may be, and for 
the good of mankind, it Is to be hoped 
that the sudden tension created by the 
North Sea incident will be speedily 
relaxed and the danger of a still great¬ 
er war averted. But history is too 
ful^ of Instance's In which great wars 
have occurred from seemingly slight 
provocation to view with Indifference 
or to_ treat with levity any disagree¬ 
ment between armed na/Uons, whore a 
question of pride or Interest arises 
suddenly as has this. Before the bet¬ 
ter agencies for peace can operate, 
there 1 ® always danger that some hasty 
and Ill-Judged act may occur which 
will precipitate a conflict, to be ended 
only with years of war. It is with nations 
as with two men who bear arms and 
are friends, when In a moment, by a 
hasty word or threatening movement, 
bloodshed or death may follow. In 
neither case Is previous friendshJp a 
security against enmity when passion 
overrides reason. This Is Jusct now 
the danger which It Is the Interest of 
all to avert, and "Which the sensitive 
putee of trade, manifested yesterday as

What Does It MeanP 

When the news of the firing on the 
British fishing vessels In the North 
Sea by Russian warships was 
received a dispatch was sent out 
from Washington which was ac¬ 
cepted as Inspired In official circles. 
It was said that the news was received 
at Washington with something like dis¬ 
may. It was also said that if Russia 
and England became Involved In hostili¬ 
ties the result would be to call France 
to the support of Russia, “and perhaps 
develop an English alliance so far un¬ 
discovered to European poitticians.” 

This loot clause is a little vague, but 
it has been pretty generally construed 
to mean an alliance between Great 
Britain and the linked States. It is 
well known to newspaper readers that 
such an alliance was pretty generally 
discussed two or three years ago. In 
November, 1901, Secretary Hay at the 
Chamber of Commerce dinner. New 
York, made this significant statement 
in regard to American diplomacy: “The 
position of complete independence is 
not Incompatible with relations involv¬ 
ing not friendship alone, but concurrent 
action as well in important emergen- 
cies.“ This and other circumstances 
made the impression that there existed 
between the two countries a sort of un¬ 
derstanding. analogous to the “gentle¬ 
men’s agreement” among managers of 
great corporations. Thart notion has 
been revived by the news above men- 
,tinned which seemed 'to bear a semi¬ 
official character. 

An alliance can exist only by treaty, 
and that of an extraordinary character. 
No such treaty has ever been negotiated 
or sent to the Senate. So the reference 
here to an alliance cannot refer to any 
treaty regularly made and ratified.

The Attack On Judge Parker. 

Mr. Philander C. Knox, laAe Attor- 
ner General and now Senator by ap¬ 
pointment to succeed- the late Matthew 
Stanly Quay, ought t^ be an authority 
on trusts. He was a trust attorney be¬ 
fore he became Attorney General, and 
gave advice to enable the trusts to 
carry out their schemes to defraud the 
people. While Attorney General he 
served the trusts In a different way. 
They were anxious for the continuance 
of the Republican party In power, for 
only in this way could they retain 
permanently the shelter of the tariff, 
for their monopolies. To remain in 
power it was necessary for the Repub¬ 
lican party to poee as the enemy of 
trusts, and at the same time to do 
their bidding. In this way it was hoped 
that the votes both of the friends and 
the enemies of trusts mighrt be secured. 
Mr. Knox undertook to do Iks share In 
the carrying out of this programme, 
and he did It well. For the most part 
he let the trusts alone, and assailed the 
railroads, which are nut trusts in the 
popi^ku* sense. But he did file suits 
agaHnst one or two combinations 
to control the prices of the nec¬ 
essaries of life, though the Im¬ 
portant ones have never been 
tried. He made a great parade of one 
railroad suit, the result of which does 
not appear to have been of the slightest 
advantage to the public. But he wan 
then advised that hls sham war against 
the trusts was being 'taken seriously by 
some of them. This may or may not 
have been true, but it was regarded 
as probable enough to Induce Mr. Knox, 
still Attorney General, to say that he 
did not propose to run amuck among 
th£ “corporations.” which Is the polite 
name that Republicans apply to com¬ 
binations to extort money and defraud 
the people, and to that end to keep the 
Republican party In power. It Is cer¬ 
tain that Mr. Knox did not Initend to 
run amuck among the trusts, and most 
of them doubtless knew* It. But they 
also recognized the fact that hls open 
confession that he would make no far¬ 
ther effort to execute the law against 
trusts—everybody knew* that was what 
he meant—had destroyed hls usefulness 
as a decoy duck In the Department of 
Justice. The Trusts, therefore, desired 
to replace him as Attorney General by 
a man equally devoted to their inter¬ 
ests, but not openly proclaimed as their 
servant. They also believed that he 
would be useful In the Senate as As¬ 
sistant Trust Attorney to Mr. Aldrich, 
of RhotL^ Island. So they ordered Gov¬ 
ernor Pennypacker, of Pennsylvania, to 
appoint him to the Senate, and this was 
done. 

Now Mr. . x conies out with a 
statement,” to w*htch he gives his 
name and the President hls sanction, If 
the latter did not write or help to write 
It. It Is a bitter personal attack on 
Parker, and a fine example of what Is 
called “special pleading,” a po¬ 
lite name for Ingenious sophistry 
Intended to make the worse ap¬ 
pear the better reason. Mr. Knox do as 
not use to the utmost hls pettifogging 
intimacy with names, dates and matters 
of fact, but on the contrary mukes the 
mo*t egregious misstatements. Thus In

The New York Subway. 

The inauguration of the underground 
system of Rapid Transit, known as the 
Subway, in New* York yesterday marks 
a new era for that city.

Some 
idea of the Increased capacity for trav¬ 
el may be formed from the fact that 
express trains can be run at the rate 
of a mile a minute, which will be 
equivalent to the multiplication many 
times of the capacity of the elevated 
roads. A trial trip with 3U0 gu© 3 ts 
has been run from the Battery to Har¬ 
lem In twelve minutes. 

The great care taken in the structure 
and equipment of the system to Insure 
safety to life has been also exhibited 
In deferring the opening of the roud 
for travel several mouths after its 
practical completion, for the purpose 
of testing Its mechanical operation 
and instructing the operatives In their 
new duties. The general equipment 
and safety appliances ore all of the 
most thorough character. The cars 
ore of steel, obviating the rink of fire. 
All the signals kre operated automat¬ 
ically and no two trains can run sim¬ 
ultaneously In adjoiping blocks. A 
train cannot run unless the hand of the 
motormsLn is on the controller, so that 
if be w*ere to drop dead at hls post 
the current would cease to turn tihe 
wheeto at once. Such precautions ap¬ 
plied to every detail of operation would 
seem to minimize the danger of acci¬ 
dents to the lowest possible degree. 

Great as Is the com. of the work and 
the Increase of facility for transit, even 
should it prove as successful as Its 
projectors anticipate. It will not be 
sufficient to meet the needs of the 
city, ami extensions are already con¬ 
templated. The completion of tihe tun¬ 
nels In course of construction under 
both the Hudson and East rivers for 
the entrance of trunk railroads to sub¬ 
terranean depots In the heart of ttm 
city will create necessity for additional 
subway lines for the accommodation of 
Incoming and outgoing passengers, and 
proportionately reduce the annoyance 
of the present ferriage systems.

ease. 

"My country has been able to avoid any 
clash or unpleasantness with other na¬ 
tions during the progress of tho war. and 
for this we are very thankful. Russia’s 
Inst blunder In firing upon the English 
fishing boats, while admitting of some ex¬ 
planation and reparation, nevertheless will 
not do that nation any great amount of 
good. Of course, the Russians are at 
some disadvantage In having to maintain 
an army At so great a distance from their 
own borders, but they had opportunity 
to consider this before embarking In the 
enterprise. 

“1 feel certain that tho Japanese will 
eventually win in tho struggle which has 
already cjpi many lives and great sums 
of money. The people arc patriotic, and 
every man In the nation w’lll throw hlni- 
*elf Into the war If necessary for a suc¬ 
cessful outcome,”

“It Is generally understood by people 
at a distance,” mid E. W r . Cook, of Alex¬ 
andria. Ind., who'wss In Louisville last 
night, “that natural gas had given out 
entirely in the gas be r *t of Indiana, and 
that aW of the towns which owed their 
rapid growth to the gas were being aban¬ 
doned, and would hecAnie what are com¬ 
monly known as ’dead ortea.* This Is not 
the case, aitd the reports to thfa effect are 
false. 

“Gas is. of course, not as plentiful as 
in the days gone by, but we still have it. 
Madison county, of which Anderson is 
the seat, is practically ti ut heart of the 
Indiana gas belt, and will continue to use 
thds fuel for many years to come. The 
towns and cities whfch were made by the 
gas ar. not going backward, but In nearly 
every case are erecting substantial build¬ 
ings and making Improvements which 
they have been too busy to attend to be¬ 
fore. Nearly a.l of these cl tiles now have 
splendid railroad facilities, and when gas 
absolutely Is a thing of rhe past can ob¬ 
tain coni at rates which make It worth 
the while of a manufacturer to remain 
where he Is rather than to undergo the 
expense of moving to another location. 

“When gas was struck In Madison 
county the people were Just like a lot of 
dhlidrrn with a new toy. They played 
with It, and made a spectacle and a show 
of It, and consequently it was for years 
shamefully waited. Every resident had 
a flambeau in his front yard, which was 
.burning a.most day and night. Scarcely 
a night passed but what two or three 
wells were turned into the river and 
lighted. Hlinmnattng the riverside, and 
the roar of the escaping gas could be 
heard for miles. But It Is different now. 
and tho gas is carefully used. It Is hard 
to believe that such a frightful waste was 
ever permitted, but It is a fact. The peo¬ 
ple thought that the whole country had 
gas mil* s deep under U, and that rhere 
would never be a lack of It. Warnings 
came finally, and one by one the ex¬ 
travagancies were curtailed. If it had 
always been used as carefully as Is the 
case at this time, there never w’ould have 
been a shortage.”

Is said to have grown out of 
the young man’s taking the girl to his 
father's house and Introducing her to 
his sister and stepmother. 

This morning Merritt upbraided the 
County Attorney for calling the girl 
Merrlt’t Instead of Emmett, the name of 
her divorced husband, and then knock¬ 
ed the attorney down. Mr. Anderson 
says he was dealt three terrific blows, 
and that he had no chance to defend 
himself, haring a bundle of laundry' In 
his hands and not expecting the as¬ 
sault. Merritt surrendered, and at his 
preliminary trial this afternoon the 
charge against him was changed from 
breach of the peace to assault and bat¬ 
tery. and he was held under bond to 
the Christian oounty grand Jury.

H. M. WHEELER SKIPS OUT 


AFTER FAILING TO MEET HIS 
VICTIMS. 


WIFE ALSO ACCUSES HIM. 


Threatened with exposure by his vic¬ 
tims, from whom -he has secured more 
than ifoo in small amounts on worth¬ 
less checks during the past w^eek, H. 
5L Wheeler, an insurance agent, haa 
disappeared from hia home at 1375 Mell- 
w'ood avenue and is being sought by 
the police. Wheeler disappeared Tues¬ 
day evening at 6 o’clock following a 
visit from W. H. Jeffries and Emmet 
Gibson, whom he promised to meet at 
Mieir offices at 11 o'clock Wednesday 
morning and make good the amounts 
obtained. Wheeler's case has been re¬ 
ferred to the grand Jury, and a warrant 
for his arrest will be taken out this 
morning. 

Wheeler has been the agent for a 
health and accident insurance company 
for the past two years, and during that 
time has transacted much business in 
the Bourbon Stockyards, and the ma¬ 
jority of his victims are stock brokers 
with offices at that pladEr. The greater 
part of the checks cashed were for 
amounts less than $25 and a few as low 
as $5. The firms who cashed his 
checks are: W. H. Jeffries & Co., $25; 
Mansfield, Harris & Cb., two checks for 
$25 and $10 respectively: John Burns, 
$12.50; Stuart Sanders &. Oo.. $25. The 
greater part of the checks were drawn 
on the German Security Bunk and made 
out In favor of the different firms. Each 
of these wa* returned mr.rked "No 
funds." It is claimed that two were 
drawn on the German Insurance Bank. 
In which Wheeler never kept an ac¬ 
count, and If this can be substantiated 
he will be prosecuted for forgery.

Checks Drawn Monday. 


Wheeler’s relations with the different 
firms In the stock yards made his opera¬ 
tions comparatively easy, they say. The 
greater part of the checks were drawn 
last Mo:.day moml. g. the me;h xl used 
to secure money being practically the 
same In each case. It has been hts 
custom to “talk” insurance to the dif¬ 
ferent members of the firms each time 
he appeared at the stockyards, and on 
Monday morning he visited nearly 
every office in that place. The firm 
of W. H. Jeffries & Co. was the fir*t 
visited. After explaining the advan¬ 
tages of the insurance written by hJs 
company for several moments, he ap¬ 
proached Mr Jeffries and paid: 

”1 am a little short of funds to-day, 
Mr. Jeffries. Would it be convenient 
for you to cash a check on my bank?” 

Mr. Jeffries readily compiled, and a 
few moments loiter Wheeler presented 
P. L. Jeffries, cashier of the firm, a 
check for $35. This was soon cashed 
and Wheeler disappeared. The check 
wos sent to the German Security Bank, 
on which It was dranvn, and was re¬ 
turned the next day. When Mr. Jeffrie® 
received the note he called the cashier 
of the bank and requested an explana¬ 
tion. asking If Wheeler had ever had 
any funds in the bank. 

‘‘Yes,” replied Ihe cashier, “he has 
twenty-five cents here now. and it has 
been, here for several weeks.” 

The other checks draovn by Wheeler 
were returned with the same remark. 
And when it became known that he had 
viol.’lmlz d fo many firm*, preparations 
were Immetiately made to force Wheel¬ 
er to settle. For this reason he was 
visited by Mr. Jeffries anil Mr. Gibson. 
W ; ’beeler was apologetic In the extreme 
and promised to settle the next day at 
11 o'clock. He has not been seen since 
that time.

Wife’s Life a Burden^ 

Some report has been made that 
Wheeler has commuted suicide, but this 
Is not believed by his wife, whom he 
has left with three ha!f-grown children. 
Officers visited Mrs. Wheeler at her 
home last night, and she .told a com¬ 
plete story of her troubles with her 
husband. 

"I do not think he has committed 
suicide,” she said. "He is too much 
of a coward for that, although he has 
threatened to do so on numerous ooca- 
slons. My life has been a burden, 
which I have attempted to throw off 
at least a dozen times since we were 
married twenty-three years ago. but 
my love for the children has been so 
strong that I have found this Impossi¬ 
ble, although we have separated on 
numerous occasions, and one time l 
had railroad rickets purchased that I 
might leave the cdty and be rid of him 
forever.”

Maker and Loser of Millions Mysteri¬ 
ously Disappears At Battle 
Creek, Mich. 


Battle Creek. Mich.. Oct. 27.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—Nell S. Phelps, founder of three 
of the greatest Institutions of Battle 
Creek, and maker and loser of millions, 
has mysteriously disappeared on the 
eve of his financial crisis. He left 
home Sunday afternoon about 2 o'clock. 
At 5 he was seen standing on a bridge 
that led to the Ellis Publishing House, 
of which he was chairman, gazing Into 
the water of a deep mlllrace. This race 
was searched to-day. but in vain. AH 
theories seem futile. He could gain 
nothing by suicide. Even his life insur¬ 
ance was held by local bonks as se¬ 
curity. 

Phelps came here several years ago 
from California. He had only $57. but 
with Charles Ellis he Issued a book on 
business college themes, now a text 
book In general use. From this grew 
the big Ellis Publishing Company. El¬ 
lis died and Phelps became wealthy. 
His next venture was Malta Vita, 
which made fortunes for Its stock¬ 
holders. Meanwhile he bullfl the Phelps 
Sanitarium and sunk $ 350 ,bo$. Later he 
was the head of more companies than 
a human brain could handle. His bus¬ 
iness suffered, his sanitarium failed, 
and n year ago lie faced his creditors 
and got a year to make rip deficits. 
The year expires one week from to- , 
morrow.

•/tided what will be known as Class AA. 

The association voted, al ter much oppo¬ 
sition on the part of the lower class 
leagues, to add the new class, subject 
to the approval of the National Commis¬ 
sion, and the National Board of the as¬ 
sociation was empowered to appear be¬ 
fore the National Commission In January 
In flavor of the proposition. 

Heretofore the association has consisted 
of Classes A. B. C and D leagues. Class 
A was privileged to draft players from 
any of the lower classes on payment of 
an established fee. ajid the two major 
leagues, the National and American, 
which are parties of the first part to the 
national agreement, wore privileged to 
draft from o!l the association classes. In 
the past the fees for drafting players 
tfrom the four classes were 4750. $560, $300 
and $250. If the National Commission ap¬ 
proves the action taken to-day the fees 
lor drafting from Class AA down to Class 
ID will be $J,500, $1,000. $750, $500 and $400 
respectively. 

All ' but the proposed Class A A and 
Class A leagues opposed the change or. 
the ground that they have lost too many 
|>Havef*s under the four-class rule and the 
addition would subject them to further 
drafting. The high fees tverc adopted as 
a sort of compromise with the opponents 
of the new otas*. if approval Is received 
by the NktionaC Commission, Class AA 
wj*.I be composed of the American Asso- 
c'atlon, the Pacific Const league and the 
Eastern Leagu-e, and Class A of the 
Southern and Western leagues.

Nearly a dozen people were badly 
shaken up and one man was probably 
fatally Injured at 6 o'clock last evening, 
when car No. 3G3. of the Crescent Hill 
line, jumped the track at Spring and 
Payne streets and crashed into a curb¬ 
stone. burling John Kamper to the 
pavement and piling a dozen men on 
hit; back. Kamper tvas probably In¬ 
ternally Injured, his left hip dislocat¬ 
ed and he sustained serious bruises 
as the base of the spine. He was un¬ 
conscious wher. picked up, and was 
taken to his home at 2026 Frankfort 
avenue in the ambulahce from the City 
Hospital. 

The car which left the track was 
crowded in such n way that the rear 
platform was completely filled. Run¬ 
ning at a high rate of speed. It left 
the track at Spring and Payne streets. 
Swerving to the left, !t bounced over 
the ‘in’* track and crashed into the 
curbstone on the opposite side of the 
street. Kamper was standing on the 
step of the rear platform, and the 
shock threw him to the pavement, pil¬ 
ing thg remaining occupants of the 
platform upon his back. Dr. F. S. 
Clark, who was driving neai the scene 
of the accident, hastily examined Kam¬ 
per. nnd ordered the city ambulance, 
which took him to his home. 

No cause for the accident has beer 
discovered by the Inspectors of the 
Louisville Railway Company, who vis¬ 
ited the scene soon after the accident. 
The car had Just left the bridge on 
Payne street running at a rapid rate. 

The only serious Injury reported was 
that of Mr. Kamper. Several of the 
men who had been riding In the rear 
received slight bruises, but none nee<U*d 
the attention of a physician. The pas¬ 
sengers on the Interior fared much bet¬ 
ter. and beyond a rough shaking up es¬ 
caped unharmed. Dr. J. H. Busche 
meyer was called soon after the acci¬ 
dent happened nnd Drs. J. M. Morris 
and C. I. Groves were summoned.

I have also learned that he 
pawned a suit of clothes, so it looks to 
me like he was very plainly preparing 
to get out of the way.

DR. POWELL'S LECTURE DRAWS 
BIG CROWD 


THE PREACHER IN POLITICS.: 


TWO FLAT BUILDINGS 

IN SOUTHERN PORTION. 


Claims Absinthe Habit Spoiled a 
Brilliant Future For Him. 


Claiming to be possessed uf the power 
ot painting portrait* which would grace 
any drawing-room, a man giving his 
name as Francis Kent Ferdi appealed to 
the officers of the Wayfarers' Lodge 
last, week for aid In securing a position 
which would furnish him a living until 
he could regain his health and strength, 
ruined by excessive drinking. During 
his etay of nearly a week In the lodge 
Ferdi spent his time decorating linen 
and china and applying his marvelous 
talents to the walls und woodwork of 
the building in order to pay for the 
care taken of him. Three days ago a. 
position was secured for him and he 
will leave to-night for Chicago, where 
h*: will be employed by a firm of fresco 
artists. 

Ferdi Is of French extraction, and. al¬ 
though only thirty-eight year* of age. 
has spent a great part of his life In 
Kurope studying under various masters. 
Ferdi became so broken in health from 
•*xc«»*ive drinking that he did not real¬ 
ise the attention his pictures were at- 
•.racting. he says. Previously he had 
become addicted to the absinthe habit, 
and after living In the richest parlors 
of the city he finally fell to earning his 
living as a cheap caricaturist. A few 
months later he became too nervous to 
hold a pencil and finally landed in 
America six months ago. broken in 
health and almost unable to give his 
name when questioned. For six months 
he wandered about the country. By a 
superhuman effort he overcame the 
habit which had dragged him so near 
destruction, and for three months has 
been attempting to recuperate. 

When Fercfl came to Louisville he w as 
almost without money and appealed to 
the Louisville Charity Organization for 
aid. He did not ask for money, but 
only requested to lie helped to secure a 
position. He was much elated when 
word was secured from Chicago that he 
could be used th ere. _ 

EVIDENCE ON APPEALS 

WILL BE HEARD. 


Two new flat buildings are to be built 
In the southern part of the city during 
the coming spring, and a permit for the 
construction of them was Issued yester¬ 
day by the Building Inspector.

SECURING NEW SITE. 


"CitizeiiHliip of the Republic” was the 
subject of a lecture delivered to a lurge 
audience at Mucauiey's Theater last 
night by the Rev. Dr. E. L. Powell, 
pastor of the First Christian church. 
Dr. Powell hud expected to be Intro¬ 
duced by Mr. Henry Watterson, but 
on account of the absence of Mr. Wat¬ 
terson from the city Introduced him¬ 
self. 

Hls lecture throughout was a master¬ 
piece of deep thought, forceful logic 
and prophetic promise for America, the 
basic Ideal of hls address. Basing his 
address onythe inherent principles 6 f 
liberty, purchased by the blood of 
American ancestry and perpetuated by 
the liberty-loving spirit of American 
people, he held up to hls audience In 
an eloquent word picture n glorious 
history, dating back to the War of the 
Revolution, dwelling upon the achieve¬ 
ments of a progressive American cit¬ 
izenship. He said America is the grand¬ 
est country on the globe, and that the 
sun is now rising to shed Its light upon 
a brilliant future. 

• • • 

Demands of Good Citizenship. 

The first half of hls address dealt 
with high ideals, to which he reverently 
referred to hs dreams of Ajnerlcan 
forefathers, and of which he suld the 
America of to-day is the beginning of 
a glorious fulfilment. The latter half 
of the lecture dwelt forclfully upon the 
present demands of good citizenship. In 
which the speaker urged a deeper sense 
.of civic pride, a more sacred regard and 
JenlouR guarding of American blood- 
bought liberties and American institu¬ 
tions. Dr. Powell advocated tbe par¬ 
ticipation In politics of all good citi¬ 
zens. and said that the man who care¬ 
lessly neglects to take part in matters 
of State and national Import by fall¬ 
ing of hls suffrage and Influence for the 
maintenance of righteousness and the 
perpetuation of)Justice is a coward. He 
advocated the participation In politics 
by ministers. Justifying his stand by 
pointing out the fact that they are cit¬ 
izens upon whom is Incumbent the duty 
of citizenship as much as upon men in 
all other walks of life. He urged the 
lifting of politics to a higher and purer 
plane, and said it Is the duty of every 
American citizen not only to oast his 
vote, but to use hls Influence for what 
his conscience teaches him is right. 

9 • • 

Reference To Elections. 

Dr. Powell's reference to dishonesti 
with the ballot box, the bribery of men 
to Influence their suffrage, and all 
forms of dishonesty in matters of State, 
was a scathing denunciation of latter- 
day methods In State and national 
elections. He said that the communion 
tuble Is not more sacred than should 
be the ballot box. and that the man 
who would tamper with it with a dis¬ 
honest purpose is not worthy to be 
called a citizen, and that the peniten¬ 
tiary Is too comfortable for him. 

Dr. Powell's prophecy for America 
W'eis an optimistic one. In which he 
pictured a future of brilliant achieve¬ 
ment In everything that a people of 
high Ideals, steadfast ness of honest 
purpose and ever-moving spirit can de¬ 
sire. lie said he would rather have a 
clean, decent, wholesome hack yard In 
America than the whole of Europe. His 
lecture was listened to with apprecia¬ 
tion a fid keen Interest, and was ap¬ 
plauded at frequent intervals.

A telegram received in Jeffersonville 
yesterday announced the (lading of the 
grave of Capt. James S. Whlcher, who 
wag city Treasurer Trbin 1881 to 1883. 
deputy postmaster under MaJ. A M. 
Luke and previous to liiat a clerk at 
the Government Depot. Thevdiscovery 
of the mound ends a search of more 
than eight years by his faithful wife, 
the spending of a small fortune, and de- 
velops u story that Is interesting. 

While (walking through the military 
cemetery at Jefferson Barracks, near 
St. Louis. Wednesday the eyes of Mrs- 
Whlcher suddenly fell on this inscrip¬ 
tion on a small marker at the head of a 
grave:

Anchor Rope Used. 

While Benbow appeared to have ab¬ 
solute control over the machine, an 
anchor rope, about fifty feet long, was 
used, one end of which was held by an 
assistant during the witlre flight. 

After the trial, Benbow said: 

’This trial \nis made to determine the 
feasibility of my airship. 1 had intend¬ 
ed making a trip over the Fair grounds, 
but found that the rapid condensation 
of gas was fast reducing the lifting 
power, ar.d in order to nutltituin an alti¬ 
tude 1 threw out all my ballast. Dur¬ 
ing the fifteen minutes thtii 1 was up. 
my airship io&t sixty pounds of lifting 
power, and I realized that 1 could not 
make an extended trip. The airship was 
completely under my control and re¬ 
sponded nicely. The start was made so 
late In the afternoon. That fact alone 
prevented a long trip, the cold atmos¬ 
phere causing the condensation of gas.”

Description of Airship. 


The Benbow airship weighs ubout 600 
pounds without an operator. The gas 
bag is cylindrical-shaped. Is 7f» feet long 
and about 20 feet wide at the center, 
tapering at thi* ends. The bag con¬ 
tains 16.C00 cubic feet of gas w hen in¬ 
flated, and upon this the ship depends 
for maintenance or equilibrium. The 
fxiwer Is derived from a ten 
horse-power gasoline motor. Momentum 
is given to the airship by means of two 
large side wheels or fans, each con¬ 
taining four blades, so * onsLructed tliut 
they automatically fold after complet¬ 
ing the stroke against the air, and do 
not expand again until In position to 
force the airship ahead.

The war score raged with great violence In 
Wall ©trset for a time to-day and ravaged the 
speculative price level to which the market 
had been lifted, but before the close of the day 
quieter counsels prevailed and the question be¬ 
gan to be asked whether In the event of 
actual hostilities between Russia and Great 
Britain American Investment properties would 
be hurt In the proportion Indicated by the head 
long plunge of prices during the morning. The 
action of the market In comparison with that 
of other securities markets looked as though the 
damage from the threatened clash would con¬ 
verge on American securities. The inference 
was plain that a weak technical petition made 
this market acutely susceptible to a sudden 
unfavorable development. This rendition of ths 
market has been pretty plain to careful ob¬ 
servers for some time. The uneasiness regard 
Ing the position which hss grown up with the 
evidences of topheavineae for the laat few days 
wsa aggravated by ths warning offered by 
President Hill, of tho Groat Northern. In 
quoted opinion on ths course of speculation that 
operators “had belter be a little cautious, or 
they may get bumped.’* The war soar* admin¬ 
istered the bump, and It proved rather severe. 
A decline In a few minutes of 2#3 points run¬ 
ning generally through the active itat was auf. 
ficlem to throw out many speculative holding* 
and to necessitate great agility on the pert of 
holders of very much larger amounts to pro 
vent sacrifice and an increase Indefinitely of 
the pressure on the market. As It was tho 
uncovering of at op-loss orders precipitated large 
speculatlvs holdings on the market and broke 
through all the artificial restraints sought to be 
sppoeed to the Call. The Jump in foreign ex 
change and the sharp running up of wheat 
were sufficient evidences of the reolltV of tho 
danger crisis. But ths exaggerated effect on 
the stock market was a demonstration of the 
artificial conditions which had been built up 
there. The wune thing was apparent In the 
heaviness of the declines tn stocks which have 
been most subjected to the booming process, 
although ths intrinsic valua of the properties 
thus represented would be no more impaUiei 
by an Anglo-Russtan war than would any 
others ^n ths list of eecurttles. The stability 
of bond prices was an additional Illustration, 
the losses in that department being almost 
wholly confined to convertible bonds or such 
as had moved In sympathy with ths undue ad¬ 
vances In their allied stocks. The most dlie t 
affect of ths foreign situation on our affairs 
was In ths additional engagements of gold for 
export to Parts. The immediate crisis In Inter 
national affairs cannot b» held responsible for 
this, which Is In preparation for a further 
Russian loon tn the regular prosecution of the 
war with Japan. But tho effect on the local 
money situation Is of Immediate Importance, 
with the Interior demand still in force. The 
threatened Impairment of bank reserves is an 
admonition against excessive speculation at ait 
unstable level of prices with borrows*! money. 
Reassuring advices concerning ths prospect for 
an Anglo-Ruaslan settlement were of no influ¬ 
ence for a time, but the market made a substan¬ 
tial recovery in the quieter mood of the la;#*r 
tnoting and the losses were largely repaired 
The bull control wo* again asserted and he 
market showed the relief afforded by the -h.ik- 
ing out of unwieldy speculative ac; ounts. U. 
8. Free! preferred rallied porsdy nnd Ontario 
and Western suffered from an allegod hi ch In 
the New Haven control movement Tht closing 
tone was generally firm and active.

TWO OBJECTIONS ’ 


TO PROPOSED NEW UNIFORM 
BILL OF LADING. 


After being out seven hours the Jury 
In the suit of the Western Bank against 
the Fidelity and Casualty Company of 
New York to collect $4,046.62. shortage 
caused by Henry J. Draudt when in the 
plaintiff's employ, reported thnt It was 
impossible to agree, and was dis¬ 
charged by Judge Gordon. The case 
went to the Jury on Wednesday even¬ 
ing, and after an hour's deliberation 
court was adjourned until yesterday 
morning. Most of the day was then 
consumed by the jurors In diecuesing 
the case, but’ to no purpose. 

The defendant had bonded Draudt to 
the extent of $5,000 for the year be¬ 
ginning March, 11*02. and ending March, 
1003. The bonding company had failed 
to reimburse the bank for Its loss, 
claiming It had not been notified Im¬ 
mediately upon the discovery of the 
shortage and also that not sufficient 
care had been exercised In checking up 
Draudl's books when the bond was 
accepted. Attorneys for the bonding 
company made a lengthy argument in 
an effort to secure peremptory Instruc¬ 
tions upon the claim that the bank had 
failed to prove that Immediate notice 
had been given. The motion, however, 
was overruled. 

Evidence was introduced by the 
bonding company that Dra.udt’s mother, 
upon the discovery *of the shortage, 
gave the bank her note for $1,400 upon 
the ugreemervt that In the event the 
shortage did not exceed that amount 
exposure of her son would nut follow’. 
However, the total shortage proved 
much nearer $5,000 than $1,400, and 
criminal prosecution of Drnudt followed. 
Which finally lodged him In the peni¬ 
tentiary on a plea of guilty. After 
having served most of his two-year 
term he has been pardoned out. On ac¬ 
count of the transaction involving the 
$1,400 note the bonding company claims 
it Inst the advantage of having imme¬ 
diate notice as to the shortage. Retrial 
of the case was set for November 29. 


Transportation Committee To Meet 
At Noon Saturday For 
Action. 


At a meeting of the Transportation 
Comin.ttoe of the Board of Trade to be 
held at noon Saturday definite action 
will be taken towai^l the protest which 
is to be ottered against the uniform 
bill of lading recently adopter] by the 
railroads. At a meeting of the directors 
of the Board of Trade held yesterday 
a communication from the National 
Hay Association was read and discus¬ 
sed. The association urges strong op¬ 
position to the proposed bill of luding. 
and emphasises two points which are 
particularly displeasing to shippers. 
The first of these is the "non-negoti/i- 
ble" feature, and the second the ‘•re¬ 
quirement that shippers sign the bill 
of lading, thus relieving the carrier 
from its common law liability.*' 

These two objections cover the fea¬ 
tures which meet with the disapproval 
of the Board of Trade, and a protest 
will undoubtedly be made. The second 
objection is by far the most obnox¬ 
ious. and should some compromise be 
effected by which shippers were not 
compelled to sign the bill of lading, all 
other objections might be overlooked. 

An invitation was received by the 
Board of Trade from the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, asking that 
Louisville’s Board of Trade be repre¬ 
sented in the proceedings to be had in 
the United States Court rooms In Phil¬ 
adelphia. Pa.. November 21. At this 
meeting the subject will be thoroughly 
discussed. The directors consider this 
an important proceeding, and it ia prob¬ 
able that Louisville will be represented 
in the meeting. This matter, with the 
communication from the National Hay 
Association. was referred to the Trans¬ 
portation Committee. 


PLANS REMOVAL OF 

CLUB’S HEADQUARTERS. 


The Building Committee of the Com¬ 
mercial Club met yeeferdav afternoon 
at 4 o’clock in the offices of the club 
and prepared a plan for the removal of 
the club to other quarters, to be sub¬ 
mitted to the Board of Directors at 
their next meeting, November ?. The 
committee, of which \V. M. McXown Is 
chairman, has selected a location which, 
I*t Is thought, will mee* all the require¬ 
ments of the club, and asks the Board 
of Directors to Indorse It. If favorable 
action Is taken by the directors, the 
deal will be at once consummated, and 
the club will proceed to furnish the 
new building and occupy it as soon as 
possible. The directors are also nsk«»d 
to indorse the plan for the removal nf

The 
advice of the court In asked as to 
whether the rest should bf turned over 
to it. This action ha s no bearing upon 
the forthcoming will contest which 
will be made by Gapt. Parr's children, 
but is instituted merely to secure the 
court’s ruling on the question of 
whether or not Capt. Parr’s wishes 
have been carried out in every partic¬ 
ular In relation to Parr’s Rest. Attor¬ 
neys for the prospective contestants 
say that the settlement suit will In no 
way hasten their action in attacking 
the will.

Really I 
feel like giving him ail the books he 
w’ants, but it would be a bad plan per¬ 
haps. It la better for him to earn the 
money and buy the hook* he wants." 

"The boy is a hard working boy," the 
bookman continued, "but he manages 
to get an hour off every week and 
comes here to buy books. He is onv of 
my most devoted customers, and spends 
from fifteen to sixty cent* every time 
he comes. He l* a self-educator. wnn*s 
to read everything and know every¬ 
thing. but can't go, to school, he says, 
because he has to work. 1 am very j 
much Interested in him; lie buy* his¬ 
tory and c.ama-often books away 
above his head—but no doubt he will 
manage to get something out of them— 
never buys any blood-and-thunder 
tales. It is a fine thing, I think, for a 
boy like that to spend his money on 
books." 

"You might suggest a I In** of read¬ 
ing," 1 said to the old book dealer. 

"Np." he answered. "I tried it, and 
he wouldn’t have It. His business ex¬ 
perience, has made him suspicious, end 
l could see he thought I was only try¬ 
ing to w'ork old stock off on him. So I 
let him alone. That boy will com j out 
somewhere, and I think he’ll come out 
all light."

The price has fallen off two cents a 
gallon rlurlng the last month, nnd may 
go still lower. This drop is caused part¬ 
ly by the tight between the Independ¬ 
ents and the whisky trust, and partly 
by the lower price of corn. Whisky 
dealers have a standard price for their 
goods, and when spirits are quoted 
above the average get the same price, 
and the profit Is diminished in propor¬ 
tion. At the present time, with the 
price down, their profit is Increased 
and gives them a chance to make up 
for the diminished profits under other 
conditions.

MARKED DOUBTFUL. 


Charge That They Had Been Written 
In After the Registration 
Closed. 


Under the claim of wrongful registra¬ 
tion* Joseph Selllgman, attorney for 
the Republicans, yesterday In the Coun¬ 
ty Court moved to strike off forty- 
two names which appear upon the poll 
books of the Thirty-fourth pr*?clnct of 
the Fourth ward.
